Among the recipients of the award is Dominic J. Taddeo, General 
Manager and Chief Executive Officer of the Port of Montréal in 
recognition of his efforts to establish the Port as the leading 
container port in Canada and a major, multi-functional world port.

ARTHUR P. EARLE 


Mr. Earle has had an illustrious career at Dominion Textile Inc., 
Canada's primary textile manufacturer. He retired in June 1988 as 
an Officer of the Corporation, 26 years after joining the company 
in the Central Engineering department. Prior to his retirement, he 
held senior-vice-presidencies in Research and Development and in 
Operation Services. Mr. Earle has been a judge at every National 
Case Competition for MBA students which is hosted annually by 
Concordia. He heads the 21-member Conseil de  1'aéroport 
international de Montréal, a body working toward putting both 
Montréal-area airports under local authority. An active participant 
in business and the community, Mr. Earle has been involved with the 
Montréal Board of Trade, the Québec Chamber of Commerce, Centraide, 
the Lakeshore General Hospital, and the Phoenix Centre and 
Foundation for people seeking treatment for drug and alcohol abuse. 


J. STUART HERMON 


Mr. Hermon serves as Vice-Chairman of the Board and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of Kruger Inc., Canada's pulp and paper giant. 
He is also president of the Corner Brook Pulp and Paper Limited and 
Kruger PTR Inc., two wholly-owned subsidiaries of Kruger Inc. Mr. 
Hermon is a member of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association 
Executive Board. He is a Director of several Canadian companies 
including Imperial Trust, Newsco Investment, and Morrisson, Lamothe 
Ltd. He is also actively involved in the Canadian Manufacturers 
Association and with the Chambers of Commerce in various regions. 
Mr. Hermon served in World War II with the Royal Canadian Artillery. 
When he retired from the Canadian army with the rank of major, he 
was awarded a Canadian Forces decoration. 
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JEAN H. PICARD 


As an industrialist, Mr. Picard has made great contributions to the 
advancement of technology in the textile industry and its role in 
the economy of Québec. In the early 1980s, Mr. Picard was a member 
of a government committee set up by the Québec Ministry of Trade and 
Commerce to co-ordinate a program to aid the clothing and textile 
industry, one of the province's largest employers. He served on the 
board and is a past president of CRIQ (Québec Industrial Research 
Centre). The Jean H. Picard Foundation made a_ significant 
contribution to Concordia's Department of Political Science for 
scholarships and a special lecture series which brought former 
British Prime Minister Edward Heath to the University. Since 1987, 
he has been co-chairman of the Labour Management Committee of the 
Canadian Textile Industry and a member of the Sectoral Advisory 
Group on International Trade, Textile Division. Mr. Picard owns 
Satexil Inc., a leading Canadian manufacturer of textiles employing 
600 people. 


DOMINIC J. TADDEO 


Mr. Taddeo is a graduate of Loyola College (BComm, 1959) and has 
worked for the past 15 years to make the Port of Montréal a major 
international seaport. He joined the Port as the Director of 
Finance in 1974. In 1983, he became Director of Operations, Deputy 
General Manager and Chief Executive Officer. Since March 1984, Mr. 
Taddeo has been the General Manager and CEO of the Port of Montréal. 
He is one of two Canadian Directors of the International Association 
of Ports and Harbours (IAPH) as a member of its Executive Committee 
and Finance Committee. He is an active member of the Canadian Port 
and Harbour Association (CPHA) and has served on the Port Pricing 
and Marketing Committee of which he is past president. Mr. Taddeo 
is the Chairman of the American Association of Port Authorities and 


a Director of its Executive Committee. He was recently named 
Québec's "Transport Personality of the Year" during National 
Transportation Week. He is also a past vice-president of the 


Baldwin-Cartier School Commission. 
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
